Claims 5-7, 10-11, 13. 15, 17, 22-23, 25, 28, 31 are cancelled.2 



Allowable Subject Matter 



4. Claims 1-3, 4, 8-9, 12. 14, 16, 18-21, 24, 26-27, 29-30 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art record, Kuwahara (US 7,013,1 1) teaches a method of supporting a 
handover decision in a wireless 
communication system comprising: 

obtaining at least four time of arrival measurements for a subscriber station from 
at least four transmitting sources, wherein the at least four transmitting sources 
comprise known locations (Abstract, C1 1, L1-10, teach using four base station to 
measure location of terminal). 

Zibell (US 6,061,021) teaches calculating initial x1 . v1 and z1 coordinates and 
network time t1 for the subscriber station (C3, LI -20 teach calculated velocity of 
terminal); 

However, consider individual or in combination of Kuwahara and Zibell are fails 
to suggest or fairly teach calculating a next x2. v2 and z2 coordinates and network 
time t2 for the subscriber station: 

obtaining a velocity vector for an x component bv (x2-x1 V(t2-t1). a v component 
by (y2-y1 )/(t2-t1 ) and a z component bv (z2-z1)/ft2-t1): 
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obtaining a magnitude of the vector bv^x v z : 

obtaining an estimate of position of the subscriber stations from the next x2. y2 
and z2 coordinates, v elocity of the subscriber station from the obtained magnitude of 
the vector and direction of motion of the subscriber station from a direction of the vector 
from the time of arrival measurements; and using the estimate, or information derived 
there-from, to support the handover decision as in specific detail and including all 
limitations particularly recited in claim 18. 

Claims 2-4, 8-9, 12, 14, 16, 19-21, 24, 26-27, 29-30 are allow as being depedent 
on the independent claims 1 and 18.
